“Nutrition  and  Anemia”  Is 
Subject  of  Lecture.

Dr.  Ruth  M.  Lcverton,  associate 
professor  in  tlie  Department  of 
Home  Economics  in  the  College  of 
Agriculture  at  the  University  of 
Nebraska,  will  deliver  the  last  of  the 
lectures  in  the  February  Series  next 
Sunday  when  she  will  speak  on  the 
topic  “Nutrition  and  Anemia.” 

For  the  last  ten  years,  Dr.  Lcverton 
lias  done  research  dealing  with  nutri¬ 
tional  requirements  .of  women  and 
with  factors  which  prevent  or  cure 
the  nutritional  anemia ;  during  the 
past  two  years  she  lias  concentrated 
on  working  with  blood  donors  to  find 
the  most  rapid  means  of  regenerating 
the  pint  of  blood  which  is  given  in 
a  donation. 

Dr.  Deverton  will  discuss  in  her 
lecture  the  phases  of  the  studies  she 
has  made  which  hold  evidence  of  the 
practical  significance  of  the  impor¬ 
tant  part  played  by  all  typos  of 
nutritive  essentials  in  building  blood, 
and  those  contributing  to  'a  generally 
good  nutritional  status. 

The  guest  lecturer  lias  degrees  from 
the  University  of  Nebraska,  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Arizona,  and  from  the 
University  of  Chicago.  She  is  a 
member  of  the  Institute  of  Nutrition 
and  Sigma  Xi  and  has  received  the 
Borden  Award  for  outstanding  work 
in  nutrition  research.  Dr.  Lcverton 
has  written  many  scientific  articles 
in  the  field  of  human  nutrition.

Navy  V-12  Men  To  Continue 
With  Semester  Plan.

With  the  opening  of  the  spring 
quarter,  Mar.  G,  the  College  goes  hack 
to  the  quarter  system.  It  has  been 
operating  upon  the  semester  plan 
since  the  introduction  of  the  Navy 
V-12  program  on  July  1,  1943. 

One  important  change  will  bo 
made  with  the  resumption  of  the 
quarter  system.  Credit  for  the  vari¬ 
ous  courses  will  not  be  the  uniform 
2.5  hours  ns  formerly.  Some  courses 
will  carry  3  hours  of  credit,  some 
2.5  hours,  and  some  2  hours. 

Olnsses  in  which  3  hours  of  credit 
can  bo  made  will  meet  five ‘days 
ench  week.  Those  in  which  2.5 
hours  can  bo  made  will  meet  four 
times  a  week.  Those  in  which  2 
hours  can  bo  made  will  meet  three 
times  a  week. 

The  spring  short  course  begins  Apr. 
23  and  closes  May  25.  The  summer 
session  begins  May  29  and  closes 
Aug.  3.  There  will  bo  an  inter¬ 
session  beginning  Aug.  G  and  closing 
Aug.  31.  The  fall  quarter  will  open 
Sept.  10. 

The  Navy  V-12  program  for  the 
spring  will  open  on  Mar.  1  and  con¬ 
tinue  on  the  semester  plan.  That 
semester  will  close  on  Juno  22. 

The  College  annual  commencement 
will  bo  held  on  Wednesday  morning, 
May  23,  at  ten  o’clock.

DR.  HORSFALL  SHOWS 
MANY  INDIAN  RELICS

Exhibit  Has  Arrowheads  and 
Many  Kinds  of  Tools.

Dr.  Frank  Horsfall  of  tlio  Agricul¬ 
ture  department,  who  lias  an  exten¬ 
sive  collection  of  Indian  relics,  lias 
arranged  a  display  nt  the  library. 
The  items  in  the  exhibit  have  all 
been  collected  personally  by  Dr.  Hors¬ 
fall,  who  lias  a  keen  interest  in  the 
museum  idea.  Some  are  rare  speci¬ 
mens. 

In  his  collection,.  Dr.  Horsfall  lias 
about  GOO  arrowheads.  From  a 
book  which  lists  some  8,000  different 
Indian  relics,-  Dr.  Horsfall  hns  identi¬ 
fied  liis  arrowheads.  1-Ie  has  in  his 
own  collection  every  type  of  arrow¬ 
head  shown  in  the  book  except  the 
lance  head. 

Among  other  specimens,  Dr.  Hors¬ 
fall  has  called  special  attention  to 
some  rare  agricultural  tools  once  used 
by  tlio  Indians.  One  implement 
displayed  seems  to  be  peculiar  to  tlio 
rich  agriculture  lands  of  the  Missis¬ 
sippi  valley.  It  is  not  found  in  the 
South  nor  on  dry  prairies. 

This  tool  is  from  rough  chipped 
stone,  but  parts  of  it  show  high 
polish.  Tlio  theory  is,  according  to 
Dr.  Horsfall,  that  this  polish  came 
from  use.  He  thinks,  however,  that 
the  theory  falls  down,  ns  many  tools 
which  sliow  other  Indications  of 
extensive  use  do  not  show  the  polish 
that  tills  tool  shows. 

Some  ceremonial  pieces  are  in¬ 
cluded  in  tlio  exhibit.  Their  use, 
the  agriculture  teacher  says,  Is  prob¬ 
lematical.  One  piece  to  which  he 
calls  attention  is  discoidal.  The  two 
sides  of  the  disk-shaped  piece  are  cup 
shaped.  Just  wlint  the  use  of  this 
piece  was,  nobody  seems  to  know 
with  any  degree  of  certainty. 

Included  with  the  exhibit  nre  some 
drawings  which  show  how  tlio  tools 
wore  made.  The  original  rock  and 
the  chlppings  left  from  the  tools  are 
also  to  be  seen.
